THE TOROTO AND OTTAWA RAIL-

Ttis an uncertainty no longer. Mr, 
Gooderham, jr., tho President of the pro- 
posed Toronto and Ottawa Railway, has 
shown his hand in an unmistakable man- 
ner. Forsome timo past the people of 
Toronto and Ottawa haye been nursing the 
suspicion that Mr. Gooderham was acting 
under the direction and influence of the 
Grand Tronk Go., and would build tho 
railway, it he built it at all, as a branch 
line of the latter, They had no positive 
inforniation on this head, but Mr. Gooder- 
ham was suspiciously reticent when inter- 
viewed, and enough was known of tho’ 
opposition of the Grand Trunk to the 
scheme to supply all the rest. But they 
froin suspense no longor. Application 
has been formally made to the Toronto 
City Council fora bonus of $300,000 to 
assist in the construction of the proposed 
road. This is a definite proceeding so far 
asit extends, and revives the hopes of 
those who bolieye that the future prosper- 
ity of the two metropolises depends on the 
building of this railway. Mr. Gooderham 
Bays the road will cost, fully equipped, over 
$6,000,000, of which amount he expects 
the municipalitios along the route to con- 
tribute $1,200,000, In consideration for 
this, Mr. Gooderham promises an indepen- 
dent line of railway from Toronto to Que- 
bec, as he expects the Toronto and Ottawa 
Co, will either obtain running powers over 
the Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa, and Occi- 
dental road or will purchase that road. 

This is the project on paper, but thore 
aro grave doubts of its ever being carried 
into practical effect, In tho first place 
Toronto will not be anxious to vote a bonus 
of $300,000, and in the second place, the 
municipalities along tho routo are not able 
to contribute the sum of $1,200,000,

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR THE RATS- 
ING BY WAY OF LOAN OF THE 8UM 
OF NINETY THOUSAND DOLLARS 
FOR THE PURPOSES THEREIN MEN- 
‘TIONED AND FOR THE ISSUE OF 
DEBENTURES OF THE CORPORATION 
HE CITY OF BELLEVILLE 
THEREFOR. 


HEREAB tho sum of ninety thousand 
* dollars is required by the Corporation of 
tho City of Belloyille for the following purposes, 
that is to say:—Tho sum of sixty-six thousand 
five hundred and forty-three dollars and twenty 
cents ($46,548.20) to pay adebt due by the said 
Corporation to the Merchants’ Bank of Canada, 
The sum of nineteen thousand dollars ($19,000) 
to pay vyer-due debentures of the said Corpora-

THIEVES ROBBING THE DEAD: 
Prrrspura, Pa., Oct. 11.— it is estimated 
that from 500 to 700 people were on the 
first section of the train in the disaster here 
on Saturday night. Each car was filled to 
its utmest capacity ; the passengers stood 
up in the aisles, and crowded on the plat- 
forms and hung on the steps... It is stated 
that the engineor and fireman of the second 
locomotive jumped from the engine with- 
out reversing it or attempting to prevent a 
collision in anyway. Some people on the 
rear platform of the first.section seeing the 
engine, approaching «also “jumped to 
thd gronud. The engine, weighing 
75,000 pounds, struck the motion— 
less train like u thunderbolt and plunged 
into the rear car, splitting it apart,ornshing 
tle solid timbers, and snapping iron rods 
like straws, ‘The car was driven upon the 
one in front of if and telescoped. The 
year car was lilted from its trucks and 
held high in“the air. The confusion and 
terror of the passengers rendered them 
helpless. The check valve to the boiler 
then snapped off, and the steam spread 
death on all sides. The scenes at the hos- 
pital where the injured were taken were 
also terrible. Thieves plied their trade 
among the wounded and dying, ‘and boys 
sold scraps of flesh and bones as relics of 
the catastrophe. Mrs, Elliott, wife of the 
conductor of the first train, who was ono 
of the victims, had been ill for some timer 
and the news of her husband’s déath killed 
her. John J. Varley, a prominent mer- 
chant and Democratic peclitician, walked 
home after hewas burt. He urged his 
hospilal to nurse his 
daughter, who died soon afler he did.

THE BRITISH CABINET CONSIDERING 
THE QUESTION. 


An Irade Issued for the Ceasion of Duicigno 


Lonpon, Oct. 12,—Mr. Gladstone and 
his Cabinet held two meetings yesterday to 
discuss the rumored surrender of Dulcigno, 
and on both occasions it is understoed the 
Ministry debated tho probable result of this 
submission of the Porte. It is probable 
that the proposed blockade of Smyrna and 
of the Bosphorous will be conclusively 
iven up. The disbanding of the com- 
ined fieet is now suggested, but there 
is nothing so far to confirm the ‘repert 
that it will take place immediately. 
The general impression among those who 
are friendly to the Administration is that 
no steps will be taken until the whole sit- 
uation has been deliberately considered,and 
a general understanding with regard to 
the exact situation and precise attitude of 
the Sultan can be reached by all the 
Powers. 

Pena, Oct, 12,—The Sultan last night 
signed an irade in which ho orders the 
surrender of Dulcigno. A conyention will 
be concluded with Montenegro assuring 
the rights of the Mussulman inhabitants 
of that district. The irade has been com- 
municated to the Ambassadors. The Porte 
expects that the Powers will relinquish the 
idea of ae pons with regard to 
a settlement of the other pending ques— 

ons. ; 
Bopstc, Oct. 12.—Only three thousand 
Montenegrins are now encamped at Sutor- 
man. ‘The Montenegrins have already 
begun to discuss the habour administration 
of Dulcigno.

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ENGLISH GRAMMAR IN THE PUB- 
LIO SOHOOLS. 


We find this in an exchange :— 

A Canadian paper, in speaking of the 
amount of time occupied in the study of 
grammar, says:—"The amount of time 
devoted to the study of english grammar 
in the Pablio Schools of the United States 
has attracted the attention of many emi- 
nentmenin that country to the subject. 
The Hon. John Quincy Adams made a 
very succesaful experiment upon this sub- 
ject, Allthe branches of instruction of a 
certain school were cut down to three ; 
and instead of the formal teaching of Eng: 
lish grammar, the pupils were supplied 
with selections from the English classics, 
both in prose and poetry, and from time to 
time Were required to write short essoys 
and critiques upon what they had read. It 
was stated that, after some time, tho ma- 
jority could write freely, with erse, and in 
good, pure English. ‘he formal instruc- 
tion in English grammar was postponed 
till the pupils had reached the more ad- 
vanced classes, 


Experienced teachers know that the | 29th. 


enstom of putting children under twelve 
years of age into classes where they are 
expected to take up grammar and compo- 
sition is fraught with much annoyanco,and 
results in little substantial benefit. Thoy 
may may be taught a few rules and defini- 
tions, but the grammatical construction of 
sentences, analysis, and the relation of one 
word to another—in short the philosophy 
of grammar itself, they get but an imper— 
fect idea of. The time thus spent could 
botter be devoted to the simple 
arithmetic, reading and the’ definition of 
words. An honest effort ins bee 
discourage “cramming” 
there is a manifest disposition to keep it 
up under different guises. The teacher 
who hurries mall pupils, no matter how 
Precocious they may be, from one class to 
another, and gives tliem tusks that require 
amature judgment to properly compre- 
hend, is guilty of the worst kind ol “oram— 
ming,” becanse he actually practices do- 
ception. Parents aro pleasell to hear that 
Charlie or Emmais being promoted rap- 
idly in school, but they should be informed 
that promotion is won only by merit, and 
that if the present course of studies, sanc- 
tioned by the Education Department, is 
faithfully adhered to, pupils must neces- 
sarily advanco slowly from ono class to 
another. The ‘cut-and- 
discarded because it wag dishonest, aud a 
consciertious teacher insists that his pup- 
ils must graduate,‘ after impartial tests, 
from a lower to a higher form.

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Sho visited with elastie stop every spot 
that had been dear to her father. A nature 
like this could not pass with indifference 
the poor in their neighborhood. Agnes 
visited their homes, carrying traets to them, 
and often reading the werds of Scripture to 
the sick and dying. Now no longer con- 
tent with merely visiting and roading, she 
began to wait upon the sick. Sho became 
an expert nurse, and soothed many a suf— 
ferer by hor gentlo stop and kindly glance 
otthe eye, Sholoarned how to Fife and 
bandage wounds, and was sent for by every 
mother whose child was burned or liad ro- 
ceived any injury. Tho area over which 
she worked became larger and larger, and 
ofton many miles over long tedious roads 
had to be travelled to reach tho bedsides of 
tho suffering and dying. Itis romarkable 
how unwearied sho was in all 
this Iabor, thongh she got no 
remuneration for it.She was at times afflict- 
ed with oxoruciating headaches, but when 
she felt thom coming on, she would start 
for her sick pationts some honra earlier than 
usual, and after attonding to them she re~ 
turned to bed when hor headache reached 
its height. It is also worthy of notice that 
she was never chargeable with the neglect 
ofherhome duties. When others were 
asleop, in the oarly morning she was 
Gathering flowors for the.parlor, or prepar~ 
ing spocial dishes to save her mother dur- 
ing the day, Itthore wore guests to en- 
tortain, no one needed to ask Agnes to do 
so. She was foremost in attending to 
their wants, or showing them places of re- 
markablo interest, or La them in 
games, and she was always bright and 
amiling, though her mother knew how 
anxiously sho was thinking of hor siok. Af- 
tor five years of this life hor sickly appear- 
ance alarmed her mother and friends, and 
taking advantage of a visit an unclo was 
going to make to Germany, Agnes accom- 
panied him so far, and then found her way 
to the loved Kaiserawerth. Sho feels it is 
God's hand has led her back to the Hospital. 
She could not haye asked her mother to 
let hor go, though during seven yoars the 
wish was never absent from hor mind, and 
new with but two days notico sho is speed- 
ing on her way to the place of 
her desire, With such a change 
of air and sconery, and amidst the 
active duties of ‘the Hospital, she soon re- 
covered, and now camo the anxious problem, 
Would she return to her home, or stay at 
the Hospital for special training. It was 
her strong desire to do the latter, but she 
wrote hor mother for her decision which 
she would accept as the finger of Provi- 
dence pointing tho path of duty. Her 
mother’s reply left the decision in her own 
hands. She then resolved to stay for half 
a year at Kniserswerth, The rich attire of 
the young Jady was laid aside, and tho 
clean plain dress of the nurse assumed. 
Sho became Sister Agnes. Sho had been 
led to regard nursing as an art and science 
that required training and study, both by 
her own experionco and the example of 
Florence Nightingale, who had left home 
and country—parents and friends—and 
listened to the call to go out to the Crimea 
as nurse to the wounded and dying soldiers. 
She was inspired with the idea of the 
Hospital being her true uphore of duty. It 
was anoble inspiration and bravely she 
sotght todo hor duty. She rose .overy 
morning at 5:80 read and prayed for half 
an hour and then from 7 in the morning to 
9 at night was unremittingly occupied, at 
one time nursing the sick, then assisting at 
anoperation, then reading and praying 
with somo dying sufferer. Sho was study~ 
ing German, #0 9$ to address tho siok in 
their own particular language. She was 
then promoted to be Suporintendont 
of the Boys Hospital—a diffleult chargo— 
ono requiring a dotermined will and digni 

fied authority, Hore she had 40 boys to 
dress and undrogs ovory day; to attend to 
all their wants, to adminiater modicinos. 
Aftor a few days she succeeded in com- 
manding thom. She might havo escaped 
from doing drudgery work, but, like tho 
other nurses, she cleaned her own room, 
polished stoves, and washod olothos. At 
tho oxpiration of half a yoar Agnoa had hor 


mind interosted in hospital work in Syria. 
She was neking herself what was hor duty ? 
Was sho to return homo or become a nurao 
for life? Debating this, sho rocoived two 
lotters, which for the timo nanswored her 
doubts. Ono contained an offer to go into 
training for a tow months in ordor to bo- 
come Superintendent of m hospital, Tho

THIRTY INCHES OF “A FALL IN NEW YORK 
STATE—THE RAILWAYS BLOCKED? 

A dospatch from Buffalo says: ‘A fear- 
fal snow storm prevailod her yesterday and 
Jast night, but no serious consequences re— 

ulted.~ Considerable snow fell, but melt- 
ed at once. In the country things were 
different. At Lancaster, this county, ten 
miles enst of this city, snow fell to the 
depth of almost thirty inches, The falj 
seemed to bo ina zone or belt of ubout 
fifteen milos in width, Much damage to 
fruit has resulted, as the leafy branches 
Catght such quantities of sleot and snow 
that whole orchards of young trees aré wel} 
nigh destroyed. Several flat roofed barns 
and one small house were crushed by the 
snow, and theshade trees in the village 
were in many places stripped of nearly all 
of tho smaller branches and foliage. In 
many streets the broken and fallen limbs, 
with the heayy fall of snow, completely 
blocked trayel. Trains on the Central and 
Erie railroads wore much delayed, and the 
fact of almost a snow blockade in the month 
of Ootober is considered yory remarkable.

It possesses good railway faci”’- 
ties, has one ofthe best harbors on the 
shores of Lake Hnron, and is the market 
place of a rich agricultural district, peopled 
by intolligent men and women. It has 
immense resources under foot in the shapo 
of salt, and is a healthy looation. Now, 
aro therein Goderich any factories that 
owe their existence to tho N. P.? Has 
the ‘population increased, and de the 
workmen recuive hotter wages ? Tho an- 
swer to theso questions must bo in the 
nogative. J' will not du to say that Goder- 
ich is a sol. tary exception, or, as was said 
whon it was elown that there were 820 
vacant jionses in Kingston, that this was a 
special inark of tho displeasure of Provi- 
denco for neglecting the author of the N. 
P., fur Goderich had boon among the towns 
that gave that policy a majority. Turning 
from (ho town to tho county, Sir Richard 
asked if tho farmera had oxporienced the 
numerous advantagos that wore promised 
to thom to yoars ago.

N. P. was to build up factories, he had 
challenged on the floor of Parliament proof 
that twelvo factories have been started that 
could by any streatch of the imagination be 
attributed to the N. P, Why, if every arti- 
cle that we import were to be made in Can- 
ada, employment would only be given to 
£0,000 people, and when we reflect that the 
policy that was to enable us to become our 
own manufacturers hud been the meaus of 
sending out 127,000, it will be seen how 
slight is the prospect of its ever being the 
rere of obtaiuing “ Canada for the Cana- 
laps." 


OUR FINANCIAL POSITION, 

_Sir Richard Cartwright took up the finan- 
cial condition of Canada, and discussed it 
in all its bearings on the citizen. He show- 
od tho extravagance of the Tory party by 
quoting the fact that Sir John andite Ue 
istry bad in the years from 1868 to 1874in- 
creased the expenditure frora thirteen and 
a-balf millions to twenty-three and a-half 
millions, and asa contrast he noted that 
Mr. Mackenzie's Administration left office 
in 1878 with an increase of scarcely $2,- 
000,000 a year alter they had taken ofilce, 
The reckless expenditures of past years 
aro now being ropeatod, for althongh Sir 
John has been only about a year and 
a half in office, he has increased 
the expenditures by $1,600,000, 
To show the effect of this expenditure on 
the individual, let it bo remombered that 
the net expenditure of Canada is abont 
$20,000,000, Of this sum, by the way,On- 
tario pays about threo fifths,or $12,000,000. 
Taking five as the averago in each family, 
it will be seen each head of a family is tax- 
ed $80 yoarly for the purposes of the Do- 
mipnion Government. This.is a bad enough 
showing, but it must be borne in mind that 
this is not all, for tho taxation is largely in 
excess of the amount that finds its way into 
the treasury of the Government. The tariff 
has been so framed thatthe greatest burden 
falls upon those with incomes of $600 or 
less. A map ona salary of $600 per year 
has to devote atfleast one month's axe 
to the payment of taxes irrespective of hi 
municipal assessmont, and in the Maritime 
Provinces it will require six weeks or two 
months labor to meet the exactions of the 
present tarift. x 

If it is said in roply that onr businoss has 
improved, we must ask why it has improy- 
ed. Thero is an increased demand for our 
lumbor in the United States,and our wheat 
finds a 2eadior market in the Old Conntry. 
Neither one of these causes can in the re - 
motest dogree be traced to tho N.P, We 
have passed throvgh tho dopression.. The 
Goyornmont was very extravagant from 
1870 to 1878, We lived above our income, 
with the natural result. A reaction came, 
bringing a deprossed season. When Mr. 
Mackenzie was in office he docided not to 
increase the burdens of the people, and in 
the last year of his administration the de- 
ficit was less than ono por cent. of tho not 
receipes. Sir John’s deficits ranged from 
60 por cent. to 25 ond 28 per cent. in the 
final years. Tho position tonday justifies 
tho policy of Mr. Mackonzie.

CIRQULAR’ Yo MUNIOIPAL CORPORATIONS, 


The ‘following ciroulox has bedn /ealled 
forth by tho action of certain municipal 
corporations under the statute of 1879 
amending the Public Schools Act:— 


I beg to submit for your informatiod 
the following, respecting school a¢comodn 
tion :— 

The checks introduged by thio School Act 
of 1878 upon the demands of Public School 
Boards and ‘Crusteos upon expenditure of 
money for rchool accomodation were im- 
posed with tho object of giving tho rate- 
payers an opportunity of being consulted, 
and thus matting School Boards and ‘T'rus- 
tees moro strictly responsible to their con+ 
stituents than they had been heretofore. 
Under the law, as it oxisted, Public, as woll 
as High School Boards and Trustees, could 
demaud from the Municipal Council, any 
sum they thought fit, and, on refusal, com- 
pelthe levying of that amount by logal 
process, to which no answer or remons- 
trance was effectual. 

In tho exercise of this powor it was gon- 
erally found that noithor ratepayers nor 
Municipal Councils wera consulted by the 
School Boards and Trustees, although in 
most instances the true intsrosta of all 
would have boon promoted by conference 
and consultation bofore largo expenditures 
wero eptored upon, and much irritation 
would havo thus been prevenaed. 

The provisions of the Act of 1879 havo not 
altered the duty incumbent upon Public 
School Boards and ‘Trustees to furnish ad— 
equate accommodation to their schools, as 
maf er al subsection 18 of section 10¢and 
sub-section 8 of section 102 of the Public 
Schools Act.» L have had occasion to point 
out to tho Public Scliool Board ot the city 
of Toronto that this obligation of providing 
adéquate school accommodation is incuin— 
bent upon all municipalitios, and in case of 
refusal can be entorced by legal means, 
while this Department has also the power, 
in case of any default in this respect, of 
withhelding the share of the Logialative 
grant otherwise payablo to the School Bonrd 
or Trusteos concerned, 

Tho Public School Boards and Trustoes, 
and the Municipal Councils, owon common

no further." Motlfor and child wore con- 
veyed to the police station, revived, warm- 
ed and tended, alter which the poor 
woman related, in a few simple words, 
her touching story, seemingly astonished 
that those who listened to her should haye 
been moved to express admiration for hor 
conduct. Kindly persons offered the 
yours woman the assistance and shelter 
ner forlorn position required, but her ab- 
sorbing thought was to obtain nows of the 
man for whom she had travellod so far. 
Tho police commissary undertook to satisfy 
her on this point, and afew hours later 
she learned that he whom sho had walked 
so many leagues to sec had oxpired in the 
hospital ward twenty-four hours before her
